(a ) " Commission " means the National Commission for Minorities 
constituted under section 3;

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CHAPTER II 
THE NATIONAL COMMISSION FOR MINORITIES 
3 . (1 ) The Central Government sball constitute a body to be known as the 
National Commission for Minorities to exercise the powers conferred on , and to 
perform the functions assigned to , under this Act . 

( 2 ) The Cominéssion shall consist of a Chairperson and six Members to be 
nominated by the Central Government from amongst persons of eminence of 
ability and integrity : 

Provided that five Members including the Chairperson shall be from 
amongst the Minority Communities.

4 . ( 1) The Chairperson and every Member shall hold office for such period , 
not exceeding threc years , as may be specified by the Central Government in 
this behalf . 

(2 ) The Chairperson or a Member may, by writing under his hand 
addressed to the Central Government, resign from the office of Chairperson or , 
as the case may be, of the Member at any time. 

(3 ) The Central Government shall remove a person from the office of 
Chairperson or a Member referred to in sub - section (2 ) if that person 


(a ) becomes an undischarged insolvent; 

( ) is convicted and sentenced to imprisonment for an offence which , 
in the opinion of the Central Government, involves moral turpitude ; 

(c) becomes of unsound mind and stands so declared by a competent 
court; 

(d ) refuses to act or becomes incapable of acting; 

(e ) is , without obtaining leave of absence from the Commission , 
absent from three consecutive meetings of the Commissoin ; or 


( 1) has in the opinion of the Central Government, so abused the 
position of Chairperson or Member as to render that person s continuanoe 
in office detrimental to the public interest: 


Provided that no person shall be removed under this clause until that 
person has been given a reasonable opportunity of being heard in the matter, 


(4 ) A vacancy caused under sub -section (2 ) or otherwise shall be filled by 
fresh nomination , 


(5 ) The salaries and allowances payable to , and the other terms and condi 
tions of service of, the Chairperson and Members shall bo such as may be 
prescribed .

(3) All orders and decisions of the Commission shall be authenticated by 
the Secretary or any other officer of the Commission duly authorised by the 
Secretary in this behalf. 

CHATPER III 


FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMISSION 


9 . (1) The Commission shall perform all or any of the following functions , 
namely :

(a) evaluate the progress of the development of minorities under the 
Union and States; 


(b ) monitor the working of the safeguards provided in the Constitu 
tion and in laws enacted by Parliament and the State Legislatures ; 


(c ) make recommendations for the effective implementation of safe 
guards for the protection of the interests of minorities by the Central 
Government or the State Governments; 


(d ) look into specific complaints regarding deprivation of rights and 
safeguards of the minorities and take up such matters with the appropriate 
authorities; 


( e ) cause studies to be undertaken into problems arising out of any 
discrimination against minorities and recommend measures for their 
removal;

(d) conduct studies , research and analysis on the issues 
socio -economic and eduactional development of minorities ; 


(g) suggest appropriate measures in respect of any minority to be 
undertaken by the Central Government or the State Governments ;

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(h ) make periodical or special reports to the Central Government on 
any matter pertaining to minorities and in particular difficulties confronted 
by them ; and

(2 ) The Central Government shall cause the recommendations referred to 
in clause (c ) of sub -section (1 ) to be laid before each House of Parliament along 
with a memorandum explaining the action taken or proposed to be taken on 
the recommendations relating to the Union and the reasons for the non 
acceptance , if any , of any of such recommendations. 


( 3) Where any recommendation referred to in clause (c ) of sub -section ( 1) 
or any part thereof with which any State Government is concerned , the Com 
mission shall forward a copy of such recommendation or part to such State 
Government who shall cause it to be laid before the Legislature of the State 
along with a memorandum explaining the action taken or proposed to be taken 
on the recommendations relating to the State and the reasons for the non 
acceptance, if any, of any of such recommendation or part. 


(4 ) The Commission shall, while performing any of the functions men 
tioned in sub - clauses (a ), (b ) and (d ) of sub - section (1) have all the powers of 
a civil court trying a suit and in particular, in respect of the following matters, 
namely : - - 


(a ) summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person from any 
part of India and examining him on oath ; 


(b ) requiring the discovery and production of any document; 
(c) receiving evidence on affidavits; 


( d ) requisitioning any public record or copy thereof from any court or 
office ; 


(e) issuing commissions for the examination of witnesses and docu 
ments; and 


(f) any other matter which may be prescribed . 


CHAPTER IV 


FINANCE , ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT

10 . ( 1) The Central Government shall, efter due appropriation made by 
Parliament by law in this behalf , pay to the Commission by way of grants such 
sums of money as the Central Government may think fit for being utilised for 
the purposes of this Act. 


(2 ) The Commission may spend such sums at it thinks fit for performing 
the functions under this Act , and such sums shall be treated as expenditure 
payable out of the grants referred to in sub -section ( 1).

right to donand the production of books, accounts, connected vouchers and 
other documents and papers and to inspect any of the offices of the Commission .

The Commission shall prepare, in such form and at such timo, for each 
financial year , as may be prescribed , its annual report, giving a full account of 
its activities during the previous financial year and forward a copy thereof to 
the Central Government. 


13 . The Central Government shall cause the annual report together with 
a memorandum of action taken on the recommendations contained therein , in 
so far as they relate to the Central Government, and the reasons for the non 
acceptance , if any, of any of such recommendations and the audit report to be 
laid as soon as inuy be after the reports are received before cach House of 
Parliament,

CHAPTER V 


MISCELLANEOUS 


14 . The Chairperson , Members and employees of the Commission shall be 
deemed to be public servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian 
Penal Code .

following the session or the successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree 
in making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rulc 
should not be made, the rule shall therafter have effect only in such modified 
form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; so , however, that any such modi 
fication or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done under that rule .

16 . ( 1) If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act , 
the Central Government may , by order published in the Olicial Gazette , make 
such provisions, pot inconsistent with the provisions of this Act as appear to 
it to be necessary or expedient for removing the difficulty: 


Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of a period of 
two years from the date of commencement of this Act.

SEC . 21 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Minorities Commission was set up in January, 1978 for providing an 
institutional arrangement for evaluating the safeguards provided in the Consti 
tution for protection of the minoritics and to make recommendations for ensur 
ing implementation of the safeguards and the laws. 


2 . The Minorities Commission with statutory status would infuse confi 
dence among the minorities about the working and the effectiveness of the 
Commission . It would also carry more weight with the State Governments / 
Union territory Administrations and the Ministries /Departments and the other 
organisations of the Central Government. 


3 . It has, therefore, been decided to give statutory status to the Minorities 
Commission by the proposed legislation . 


4 . The National Commission for Minorities will consist of a Chairperson 
and six Members. 


5 . The main task of the Commission shall he to evaluate the progress of 
the development of minorities, monitor the working of the safeguards provided 
in the Constitution for the protection of the interests of minorities and in laws 
enacted by the Central Government or State Governments, besides looking into 
the specific complaints regarding deprivation of rights and safeguards of the 
minorities . It shall also causc studies , research and analysis to be undertaken on 
the issues relating to socio -economic and educational development of the mino 
rities and make recommendations for the effective implementation of the safe 
guards for the protection of interests of minorities by the Central Government 
or State Governments. It may also suggest appropriate measures in respect of 
any minority to be undertaken by the Central Government or State Govern 
monts. 


6 . The Bill seeks to achieve the aforesaid objects.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 3 of the Bill provides for setting up of a National Commission for 
Minorities. Clauses 6 and 10 provide for cxpen : s 10 he met by the Com 
mission on various itenis referred to in those clausus from out of the grants paid 
to the Commission by the Central Government under clause 10 ( 1) of the Bill . 


2 . It is estimated that an amount of Rs. 57 lakhis will be required to 
cover the expenses of the Commission during the juar 1992 - 93. The recur 
ring and non - rccurring expenditure which may be incurred during 1992 -93 is 
to be met out of the grants made by the Central Government. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 15 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to make rules to 
carry out the provisions of the Bil! Such rules may provide for tic matters 
such as -- 


(a ) salaries and allo ? :ces payable to , and the other terms and condi 
tions of service of, the Chairperson and Members and of officers and other 
employees of the Commission ;

in the fast developing international air -transport industry , mobilisa 
ion of progressively larger funds becomes necessary for all airlines. To 
meet their growth requirements , Indian Airlines and Air India , both 

constituted under the Air Corporations Act, 1953 need to tap the capital 
market for equity funds rather than depend solely on budgetary support 
from the Government as envisaged under the Act. As a part of the libera 
lisation set in motion under the new economic policy , private sector 
investment has also been permitted in the air transport sector . It 
has , therefore , been found necessary to repeal this Act . 


2 . The salient features of the Bill are : - - 


(a ) Repeal of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 ( 27 of 1953 ) ; 

(b ) Undertakings of Corporations to vest in two proposed com 
panies, namely , Air India Limited and Indian Airlines Limited . This 
would involve transfer of assets and liabilities of the two corpora 
tions to the two proposed companies ; 


(c) All licences, permits , quotas and exemptions to be deemed 
to have been granted to the proposed companies ; 

( d ) The tax exemptions or benefits available to the corporations 
to continue to have effect in relation to the proposed companies ; 

(e ) Guarantees given for or in favour of the Corporation to any 
loan or lease finance to continue to be operative : 


(f) Every officer or other employee of the Corporations would 
become, as from the appointed date , an officer or other employee , as 

the case may be , in which the undertakings, have vested , with the 
same terms and conditions of service , etc . with option to resign ;
